Bare by Workmen. 


| The ruine of an old French fort or 
outpost have been discovered near the 
| Corner of St. Catherine and Mountain 

streets, Montreal, The fort, or rather 
| Outpost, was built of heavy cedar tim- 
j bers Originally it had w frontage of 


| about twelve feet, a depth of sbout | 


| ten feet, and a height of ten feet. 
| The flooring of the building was tound 
in good condition, the side walle were 
| omewhat shattered, and the greater 
; part of the roof was missing. 
It is thought that this wae the west- 
ern entrunce to the settlement, and 
| that here a party was always station: 
ed to be on the lookout for possible 
enemies. The building wae construct- 
| ed of heavy timbers, part of the bark 
being hewn away and the remainder 
left ne # covering. In the centre of 
each of the tinibers on the side walls 
were lurge wooden pine. No natla 
were used in the construction of the 
building. The land surrounding the 
fort is yet filled with springs, and it 
is thought that # canoe route as well 
as a path passed thie block house.

| house the whole time. 

The unfortunate lodger’s treatment 
at the ruthless hands of the registra- 
| tion law is positively brutal. If he 
| moves from one house to the next 
| door, he loses his vote, and, until he 
regains it. has no more say in the 
government of his country than a 
convicted criminal. The tenant oc- 
cupier, on the other hand, when he 
| moves, ag claim a succession, and 
| never loxe his vote at all. He is also 
| obliged to claim his vote afresh every 
year. 

Again, take the cnse of a man who 
| owns two cottages, or even two fields 
—one in one fac laad oat division, 
the other over the border in another. 
| If each 9s worth forty shillings a year, 
, he gets two votes. Another man who 
| has fifty fields, but all in one division, 
is forced to content himself with one 
vote, although his holdings is worth 
twenty times that of his neighbor who 
has two votes.

‘able historical value of the building. 
They tore down the side walle so that 

now enly the flooring remains in ita 
orivinal position, The other timbers 
have been saved, however, and after 
further investigution regarding the 
| fort, it is probable that it will be re- 
conkitucted! A number of authorities 
} on the history of old Montreal have 
been consulted, and the concensus ot 
| opinion is that this was the most 
| western point of the eettlement, It is 
expected that further research will
